Ju ly 19.—T h e w a r d e p a rtm e n t tod ay an n o u nced th e 
s y s te m of lo tte ry th a t will fix th e o rd e r in w hich A m e ric a ’s m illions m u st 
s te p fo rw ard for service. 
T h e e n jire r e g istra tio n rolls of m ore th a n 9.650,000 m en will be d rafted 
an d th e o rd er for th e ir e x a m in a tio n d eterm in ed at th is draw ing. 
T h e lot­ 
te r y will co n su m e only about an hour. 
At tile end of th e d raw in g ev ery 
m a n on th e rolls m ay k no w th e o rd e r of ids liability for service. 
O nly one th o u sa n d n u m b e r s will he d raw n a n d te n o th e rs to fix tile 
o r d e r of th e " th o u s a n d s .” 
T h e 1,000 n u m b e rs a r e p rin te d on sm all sq u a re s of paper, black on one 
side. 
T h e se a re rolled up an d in se rte d in g elatin e cap sules, with th e black 
side out. 
To in su re a b s o lu te se c re c y th e cap su les a r e rep osin g in ten 
g lass g lobes—o n e h u n d re d in e a c h - sealed an d locked in th e w ar d e p a r t­ 
m en t vaults. 
At th e ho ur of th e lo tte ry th e one th o u sa n d ca p s u le s will be j>oured 
into a h u g e glass globe an d stirre d by a blindfolded m an. 
T en ca p s u le s 
n u m b e re d from n o th in g to nine will b e placed in a n o th e r globe. 
A n o th e r 
b lind folded m an will d ra w out th e capsules one by one, b reak them and 
h a n d th em to an a n n o u n cer. 
H e will call th e n u m b e r s to th e tally clerks. 
T h re e tally sh e e ts a r e k e p t a n d th e n u m b ers p osted a s pulled upon a big 
b lack b o ard . 
D u rin g th e d ra w in g th e cap su les will he stirre d continuously. 
R edu ced to its sim p lest te rm s, th is is th e m eth o d of th e lo ttery as 
ex p lain ed in a p a m p h le t issued at th e provost m a rsh a l g en eral's office: 
T h e d raw in g is m erely to d e te rm in e th e o r d e r in w hich m en m u st 
a p p e a r for ex am in atio n in th e ir d istrict. 
In asm u ch a s t h e r e a re m o re th an nine th o u sa n d r e g is tr a n ts in th e 
la r g e s t district In th e natio n an d only 120 in o th ers, th e n atio n al d ra w in g 
m u s t d e te r m in e th e o r d e r in tile sm a llest as well as th e largest. 
F irst th e n u m b ers, from n o th in g to nine, inclusive, will be d ra w n to

Initial Work of Turning Big 
Output Into Sugar Is 
Under Way 


The initial work in the harvesting 
of Orange county's three million dol­ 
lar sugar beet crop is now under way, 
and harvesting of the early beets is in 
progress. 
They are being topped and 
shipped to the Holly factory at Hunt­ 
ington Beach. 
The early beets of the 
acreage signed 
by 
the 
Holly, the 
Southern California 
and 
the 
Santa 
Ana are being gathered and shipped 
to the one factory. 
The Huntington, 
Beach plant will start about next Mon­ 
day and 
the 
Santa Ana Sugar Com­ 
pany and the Southern California Su­ 
gar Company in this city will start 
one week and two weeks later. 
One 
will commence operations a week aft­ 
er the other has started. The chain of 
three factories secured in the county 
by the corporation makes this method 
of procedure possible. 
One plant can 
take care of the early beets from all 
the acreage under the three, and the 
other mills can take up the work as 
the crop advances. 
While there is no particular scar­ 
city of help, if the Mexicans now in 
the vicinity will work, high school 
boys of Santa Apa and vicinity will 
in all probability be called upon by the 
farmers for assistance 
in 
gathering 
tile beets. There is a big acreage and 
the yield is about the average. 
It is 
possible that the Mexicans, under the 
higher scale of wages that will obtain 
this season, and which 
they 
are de­ 
manding. will not work the full time 
they have been accustomed to in past

Pacifist Piffling 
A Pasadena preacher emptied the 
church by «delivering a sermon that 
most of his hearers deemed treason­ 
able. 
This should have taught him a 
lesson, but it didn’t. 
There is reason 
to believe that the real pacifist is in­ 
capable of receiving a lesson through 
intellectual impression. 
Since then this minister has sought 
to have his creed printed and scat­ 
ter* d abroad. At this writing the gov­ 
ernm ent has held it up. While the 
m atter is relatively of little import­ 
ance, it is to be hoped that the pro­ 
cess of holding up be continued in­ 
definitely. 
Nobody is under obligation to love 
war and to love it would be contrary 
to human impulse. 
Nevertheless, the war. being forced 
upon this country and the salvation of 
all the civilized races depending upon 
the outcome, is so far as this country 
is concerned, a righteous war. To op­ 
ia te its prosecution is to lend aid and 
comfort to the enemy, which irs an act 
of treason. 


The Right to Attack 
Recently a judge ruled that a news­ 
paper had no more right to attack a 
public official than to attack a private 
citizen. 
That court lias my approval, not that 
it will be concerned particularly over 
such good fortune, but that its senti­ 
ment is that held by the average citi­ 
zen. 
Let a man once be elevated to pub­ 
lic station and a lot of blackguards, 
from jealousy, or disappointment in 
blackmail, or just natural meanness, 
will turn loo** on him, justifying the 
act by the fact that lie is In public 
life; and in a strangely large number 
of instances they seem to get away 
with it.

No assessor on earth ever calculated 
valuations and put 
his 
conclusions 
down on paper whose figures were 
flawless. 
However, it is the assessor 
who 
has 
good 
judgment, 
who 
is 
acquainted with properties and condi­ 
tions and who is honest, that makes 
for fairness and justice in any county 
or community. 
In revolutionizing assessm ents 
on 
the 
oil 
properties 
of 
this 
county 
Assessor Sleeper has accomplished a 
work for the owners 
of 
all 
other 
properties In this county 
that 
can 
hardly be calculated. That it reaches 
into the dollars and cents for the 
small property owners and into the 
hundreds and thousands of dollars for 
some of the larger property interests 
goes without saying. 
By putting the 
oil wells where they belong, the a s ­ 
sessor has given the county a source 
of income that has doubtless reduced 
the proportion of taxes of some of the 
other large taxpayers, who have also 
been raised by the county official.

How to Can Green P eas and Snap 
Beans 
Housekeepers can easily ran sur­ 
plus 
green 
peas 
and 
snap 
beans, 
which 
are 
beginning to appear in 
home gardens in many sections. 
The 
i season lias been unusually good for 


I peas, and home gardeners in many 
| localities are reporting unexpectedly 
heavy yields. 
E ither of these prod­ 
ucts readily can he canned with no 
other home equipment th an jars or 
cans and a wash boiler fitted with a 
false bottom of slats to keep the jars 
from resting on tile bottom. 
H ere are directions given by the 
United States D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture to the members of g irls’ canning 
clubs in the northern 
and 
western 
states: 
Do not try to can peas or beans that 
have been 
long off Hie vines—the 
fresher the vegetables the better the 
product. 
Shell peas. 
In 
case 
of 
beans 
string and cut them as if for cooking. 
But the prepared vegetables in a 
cheesecloth 
bag 
or 
colander 
and 
blanch 
in 
live steam 
from 
boiling 
water from 5 to IO m inutes. 
Next 
dip 
the 
blanched 
product 
quickly in cold water and remove it 
alm ost immediately. 
Pack the product im m ediately into 
hot scalded glass jars or tin cans. 
Fill the containers completely with 
boiling hot water to which has been 
added one level teaspoonful of salt 
per quart. 
Place rubber rings on jars 
and screw tops almost, but not com­ 
pletely tight. 
The w ater in the boil­ 
er will not enter these partially closed 
jars. 
Seal tin cans completely. 
Put Hie jars or cans 
in 
boiling 
w ater in the wash boiler so that the 
tops are partly or 
wholly 
covered. 
Sterilize for 180 m inutes in the boil­ 
ing w ater counting from the tim e the 
w ater begins to boil again,
